He claimed Trout “cannot make the grade 
anymore in Lansing.” 


He says running for mayor is Trout’s “only 
chance to get back into politics.” 

THE MAYOR claims that the city is 
powerless to stop expansion of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, despite his opponent’s 
contentions

knowledge of state government, is weli aware 
that with the power of state and federal

'Bothered' 


'Patient' pays debt 
in act of honesty

Who says honesty is dead— just ask Dr. 
Clarence Carpenter about the payment of 
a 40-year-old five dollar debt 

Long before Dr. Carpenter came out to 
Western W r ayne County to parctice 
medicine, he served as an “old-fashioned 
family doctor” for immigrant families 
living in the southwest Delray section of 
Detroit. 

TWO WEEKS ago a letter arrived at 
his Romulus clinic from Detroit— 
containing a crisp five dollar bill. 

“Dear Doctor Carpenter. I am sending 
you $5.00 w'hich-I have owed you for many 
years,” the letter stated. 

Further on down the writer indicated 
she w'as a young girl at the time the debt 
was incurred, and stated: “I am working 
one day a week nowv I’m so happy that I 
can send it (the five dollars) back to you 
I know you won’t remember, but I 


haven’t forgotten. It bothered me for 40 

years.” 

And Dr. Carpenter now a sprightly 79, 
said: “In all my years of practice I’ve 
never been so touched as I have by this 
woman s letter. Who says honesty is 
dead. This letter proves people are 
honest.” 

THE LONGTIME area physician came 
to the Wayne- Westland area in 1948, 
until his recent move to a new r clinic in 
Romulus. 

Will Dr Carpenter spend the $5 bill? 
“Nope. It means too much to me It 
means a girl I treated 40 years ago had 
not forgotten her debt, and in 1933 a five- 
dollar bill was a lot of money.” 

For the younger set, 1933 was the 
depression era 

Somewhere in Detroit a woman has 
paid a debt that “bothered her for 40 
years.” and at a clinic in Romulus, an 
appreciative doctor will tell you: 
“Honesty is not dead...”

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Legislators try to eliminate mechanic ripoffs 


'Most citizens don't know what's going on under the hood of car. 

We hoped that the industry could police itself, but that is impossible. ‘

Two legislators have cranked up a cam- 
paign to eliminate ripoffs by automobile 
mechanics with identical bills requiring that 
thev be licensed 

It's the kind of bread and butter issue that 
lawmakers cherish, a nitty-gritty campaign 
in w hich nobody can lose. 

Hep Earl E Nelson (D-Lansing) and 
Senator Anthony J Stamm < R-Kalamazoo> 
sponsored the twin bills in the House and 
Senate, timing the unveiling to fit a push 
launched by the Michigan Citizens Lobby. 


THEY'VE DONE their homework and have 
piled their cannonballs against the expected 
resistance of the Michigan Automobile 
Dealers Association and others who revere 
the status quo 

Nelson and Stamm make the points that: 

—Mechanics should provide a written cost 
estimate of the repair work before the car 
owner signs the order 


—No charges should be made beyond the 
written estimate unless the mechanic gets 
explicit instructions from the car owner. 

—Customers should be able to get the 
replaced parts back from the mechanic. 

—Car owners should get copies of all 
documents they sign when they sign them. 

THE BILLS would create a Division of 
Automobile Service Industry in the secretary 


of state’s office which would fix standards, 
conduct oral and written tests and administer 
the law. 

It doesn’t mean that every mechanic is 
incompetent, that every car repair agency is 
crooked or that many of the requirements in 
the bills are not being followed now. 

"But let’s face it, most citizens don’t know 


what’s going on under the hood of a car,” 
Nelson said “We hoped that the industry 
could police itself, but we found that is im- 
possible.” 

Nelson came loaded down with surveys 
conducted by citizen groups, newspapers and 
public agencies which “confirmed that a 
significant amount of incompetence and 
dishonesty does exist...” 

To make certain that the corps of 
automobile mechanics will not evaporate, the 
bill provides a six-month grace period on 
licensing for mechanics who have worked for 
three years on the job.

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But they flunk the test 

More women seek Army enlistment

More women than men seek enlistment in the 
Army in this area, but few make the grade 
because they flunk the Army aptitude tests, said 
a recruiter at the Western Wayne County Army 
Recruiting Office 

Although aptitude tests are no harder for 
female applicants many of the women lack a 
high school degree, Sgt. Ron Ames said. 

Since the Army, along with other branches of 
the armed services, has converted to volunteer 
enlistments, both the pay and the expectations of 
enlistees have risen 

If a person can’t make it through high school, 
they probably won t make it in the service 
anyways,” Ames said. 

Navy recruiter. Chief Petty Officeer Robert 
Huffman said "equal pay for equal work is the 


mam reason women try to join the armed ser- 
vices. 

He said the Navy’s job placement computer is 
not a sexist — it chooses job applicants by 
qualifications — not sex, race or religion All 
jobs in the armed services except combat, are 
open to women. 

“We even have women pilots in the Navy,” 
Huffman said. 

Travel and educational opportunities are other 
prime reasons women join the armed services, 
according to both area recruiters. 

Anne Golseth, regional director of an 
organization to promote interest in women in the 
armed service, said the armed service has more 
to offer women than civilian life. 

“Women can marry while in the service and 
have children.” she said. Recent court cases 
have changed the old stipulation that women had 


to be single while in the service 

Legislative action has brought about equal 
veteran benefits for women, too. Ms. Golseth 
added 

Until recently, a woman vet attending a 
college or university could only collect single- 
status benefits, regardless of her marital status 
or years in the service. 

A woman gets 30 days paid vacation each year 
and a chance to apply for overseas duty after one 
year The armed services will help women plan 
trips and also provide special tours. 

There are no w r omen recruiters at the Western 
Wayne County Recruiting Office in Wayne’s 
Town Square, although both recruiters said they 
are making a concerted effort to enlist women. 

Women interested in joining the armed ser- 
vices can contact the local office or talk with a 
woman recruiter in the downtown Detroit office.

"Bov I just can’t wait till I 
get in the service. “ said a 
long-haired blonde boy sitting 
in the Wayne Naval 
Recruiting Office. 

"How long do you have to 
go. son.” said Chief Petty 
Officer Robert Huffman 
Huffman sports a crew- cut 
and a neatly pressed white 
uniform. 

“Only one month now,” he 
replied. Craig wears a T-shirt 
and a pair of faded blue jeans. 

THE PAIR seemed to be a 
complete contrast, one as 
much a vision of the establish- 
ment as the other is not 

But the image of recruiters 
is changing as drastically as 
the army itself, area 
recruiters said. 

Since the armed services 
began the all-volunteer arm” 
in February, and the draft wa i 
abolished in June, a vast 
change in the recruiting style 
was necessary. 

The teams of grudging 
draftees are gone from the 
army and navy offices, 
replaced by a breed of 
prospective employes seeking 
a chance to learn and earn at 
the same time. 


And the recruiters bend 
over backwards to seek out 
the talented young people to 
join the service. 

YOUNG MEN must register 
with Selective Service at the 
time of their 18th birthday 
even though induction 
authority ended July L 

The Western Wayne County 
Selective Service office must 
classify men as to their 
availability for possible 
service in event of a national 
emergency. 

The law requires that all 
male persons, except certain 
non immigrant aliens, must 
register w ith Selective Service 
within a 60-day period com- 
mencing 30 days prior to their 
18th birthday. Under the law 
young men have three 
obligations: 

—they must register at 18; 

—they must notify their 
draft boards when they 
change addresses; 

—they must carry their 
draft cards with them until 
their liability expires, which 
for most men today is at age 
26. 

One of the reasons for the 
mandatory registration is to 


acquaint men with the options 
the military has to offer, 
Huffman said “We can’t rely 
on the school systems.” 

HUFFMAN SAID the 
Wayne and Westland schools 
are not cooperative with the 
recruiters, although they do 
have a military counselor. 

Huffman would like to be 
furnished with a computerized 
list of all high school seniors to 
send them literature about the 
Navy. The Livonia School 
System furnished such a list to 
Huffman, he said. 

“The Wayne-Westland 
Board of Education says they 
do not want seniors badgered 
by the armed services — but 
we only want to notify them a 
couple times,” Huffman said. 
“How would a senior know he 
is not interested if he is not 
given all the information?” 

Huffman said the Romulus, 
New Boston and Garden City 
school systems have been 
very cooperative with 
recruiters. He added that 
counselors from all the 
schools are helpful to 
recruiters

Ames keeps a file on civilian 
employers, and refers men 
who are unacceptable to the 
armed serv ices to prospective 
jobs. 

Although finding qualified 
men is not much of a problem 
for Western Wayne County 
recruiters, they can see where 
other recruiters have 
troubles. 

••THIS AREA is very per- 
ceptive to the military,” Ames 
said.

Likening the service 
to an advertising campaign, both officers said they w f ere 
selling a good product, and that the armed services had 
become a competative employer. 

THE PAY and teven the haircuts have been restyled to fit a 
modern appearance. 

Ames said an enlistee has a choice of six army hair cuts. 
The Navy sets maximum hair length at three inches 

“It still sounds short, but it’s nothing compared to the days 
of ‘skin heads,’ ” said Huffman, w r ho wears his ow r n hair in a 
very short brush cut. 

“Most guys still opt for very short hair,” he said. "Your 
hair gets pretty hot and messy under a cap.” 

Choosing a service career is a hard decision for most 
people the recruiters said. They explained that most people 
are not aware of what the service has to offer 

"MOST BOYS are not interested in entering the armed 
services immediately after high school graduation,” Ames 
said "They think the pie in the sky opportunity’ will come 
along any time 

“And they wait. And the opportunity doesn’t come. By the 
time a boy is 19 he may feel he is going no-where on his job 
and needs additional training 

"The army will offer the training and pay him to learn it ” 

Huffman said an added bonus is the “excellent mark” a 


service record is on a job resume 

“A LOT OF civilian employers I’ve talked with said they 
would rather hire a former serviceman with technical 
training than a college grad," he said 
"A GI will know how to take orders — not try to run the 
show’ like some college grads try to do ” 

But the armed service is not ready to welcome anyone with

"If a boy tells us he wants to quit high school and join the 
army we will usually tell him to stay in school and see us 
when he gets out 

If a boy can t succeed in school he probably couldn’t pass 
the tests we give to applicants

gone after a quality force ” 

Quality proves itself in the long run Studies show enlistees 
are less likely to go "AWOL " than draftees, and also show 
that high school graduates fare better in the service than 
drop-outs. 

Both area branches of the armed service work closely with 
high school counselors to encourage candidates to join the 
armed services 

Ames and Huffman have strong faith that the volunteer 
army system will be a success, but it will take hard work. 
Both men are determined to take that step — and in Western 
Wayne County, the rising list of enlistees is proof that their 
efforts are paying off, they said.

Sewer dispute ends 


A dispute between the 
Huron School District and the 
Huron Township Board over 
costs for sewers serving the 
school district has ended. 

Negotiations conducted 
during the last few’ weeks 
between the two governing 
boards resulted in end of the 
four-year dispute 
The school board and 
tow nship board have agreed to 
split the $66,500 tap-in fee for 
the five school buildings in the 
school system. The agreement 
was approved at recent 
sessions of both the township 
and school boards. 

THE DISPUTE started in 
1969. according to township 
officials, when the township 
billed the school district for 
tap-ins to the township- 
operated sewer systems. 

School officials, however, 
objected to the bill 
They argued that the tap-in 
charges was “inexcess of 
construction costs” and the 
school district was being 
“illegally assessed a tax by 
the township.” 

The school board initiated a 
suit in the Wayne County 
Circuit Court. The court 
subsequent held in favor of the 


school district. The township 
appealed the case to the 
Michigan Court of Appeals in 
1972 

The appeals court ordered 
the case back to circuit court 
for a trial by. jury. 

ATTORNEYS representing 
both governing boards asked 
lor a postponement in hopes 
of reaching an agreeement 
through private negotiations, 
Mary Lou Carey, township 
clerk said 

The agreement reached this 
spring by the parties calls for 
a split of the tap-in charges 
less monies already advanced 
to the township by the school 
district.

Smoking bad for heart patients

CLEVELAND — There was that five tense 
weeks of waiting for open heart surgery when 
even the bathroom scales mocked the central 
nervous system 

The idea was to be lean and lithe on the 
table to make the work of Dr Chalit 
Cheanvechai as uncomplicated as possible. 

So 37 lbs. came off with the diet of salads 
without dressing, the polyunsaturated 
margerine and cooking oils, the going-on-the- 


In the matter of great news events, the 
American people, during the month of June. 
1973. were exposed to a striking study in 
contrasts. On the one hand, the Watergate 
investigation dealt with matters of right and 
wrong, ethical behavior and the requirement 
that individuals, especially those in places of 
high trust, obey the law in a society based 
upon the rule of law The contrast came with 
the summit meeting between President Nixon 
and Leonid Brezhnev of the Soviet Union. 

In this meeting, the stakes were as high as 
they could get — the survival of the civilized 
world. The rules of the game played by the 
two leaders, whether we like to think of it or 
not. came out of an entirely different rule 
book from the one the Watergate in- 
vestigators were following. There is no 
morality or personal friendship, right or 
wrong or. for that matter, rule of law in the 
relationships between nations. The Soviet 
Union intends to be the preeminent world 
power But the United States, if it is to sur- 
vive. must maintain economic and military 
superiority or at least parity with the Soviet j 
Unior^ftg|yvell to remember that if the U S. 
were^^^B this position now. Communist 
Party o^^al Secretary Brezhnev would not 
have come to the United States to discuss 
such things as trade agreements, pursuit of 
arms limitation talks and mutual interest in a 
generation of relative international peace. 

The summit went about as expected, fur- 
thering the atmosphere of detente and easing 
the channels of high level communication 
between the two countries. The agenda was 
thoroughly planned and followed. The 
agreements reached and papers signed, of- 
ficials of both sides agreed, were less im- 
portant than the effect which the successful 
meetings between the tw r o leaders had in 
strengthening and accelerating the 
movement toward establishing ties of mutual 
interest between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

For example, principles which both nations 
should follow' in seeking agreement on 
strategic weapons limitations next year were 
set forth It was agreed that should the risk of 
nuclear war arise between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union, or with any other country, the 
tw r o countries would talk before taking any 
action. Two more summits, one in Moscow 
next year and in the U.S. in 1975 were plan- 
ned And as U.S News & World Report 
summed it up. seyeral agreements were 
signed “...to broaden exchanges of people and 
information in many fields from farms to 
oceans.” 

How would you vote ? 


Should students in Western Wayne County 
and across the nation be provided the op- 
portunity to take part in voluntary prayers? 

That controversial issue will be waiting for 
vacationing lawmakers when Congress gets 
back to work after Labor Day Most of them 
do not relish taking on this subject again 

The school prayer issue is an extremely 
emotional one with large numbers of voters 
However a congressman or senator votes on 
the subject he has a hard lime explaining to 
his constituents the reasoning behind his 
decision. 

It has been 10 years since the Supreme 
Court handed down the second of its major 
decisions prohibitng any unit of government 
from requiring religious exercises, including 
voluntary prayers, in public schools 

The high tribunal based its ruling on the 
first amendment’s ban on establishment of 
religion by the state Defining the court s line 
of thought, majority opinion said 

’When the power, prestige and financial 
support of government is placed behind a 
particular religious belief, the indirect 
coercive pressure upon religious minorities to 
conform to the prevailing officially approved 
religion is plain ” 

That decision touched off an agrument 
among voters only matched in intensity by 
the continuing dispute on court ordered

Some of President Nixon’s critics opposed 
carrying on with the meetings on the grounds 
that the President s bargaining position 
would be weakened by his need for a suc- 
cessful summit meeting as a counterbalance 
to the continuing Watergate erosion of his 
prestige. But the main thrust of President 
Nixon s political career has been toward 
achievement of economic ties and peaceful 
relationships between the two major com- 
munist nations and the United States, with 
primary emphasis on the Soviet Union. To 
abandon those goals w'ould be to abandon a 
life's purpose and, with it, the presidency 
Furthermore, the time to move is propitious. 

For its part, the United States needs 
Russian raw' materials, most notably 
petroleum. Mr. Brezhnev has gone further 
than any other Soviet Leader to bend the 
communist dogma and establish ties with the 
West. As The Wall Street Journal expresses 
it, “ Mr. Brezhnev wants much closer ties to 
the United States, particularly economic ties. 
The Politburo’s ‘most equal’ members seeks 
massive injections of U.S. technology and 
capital to modernize a .lagging 
economy.. Gone is talk of destroying 
capitalism any time soon.” 

The Soviet leader has put his chips on 
achieving a better life for his people by 
strengthening the Soviet economy with in- 
fusions of capital and technology from the 
West. If he loses his bet, his retirement from 
political power will be swift. Obviously, the 
Soviets are gambling on President Nixon’s 
ability to weather the Watergate revelations. 
They take the chance that President Nixon 
will be able to get a recalcitrant Congress to 
go along with agreements which he makes, 
and they run the risk that should Mr. Nixon’s 
presidency be cut short, there could be a 
reaction that would destroy progress made at 
present summit meetings 

On balance, it would seem that massive 
forces are moving which can, if properly 
channeled, bring the individual national in- 
terests of the two most powerful and opposing 
nations in the world into closer alignment. At 
this stage, it seems apparent that two leaders 
who. between them, have the awesome power 
to literally destroy the civilized world, are 
wagering their political lives on their ability 
to weave together the threads of common 
interest that have been all but lost through 
half a century of ideological conflict. 

Hundreds of millions of people, not only in 
the two countries involved but in others 
around the world, may hope that they are 
equal to the task and have the opportunity to 
pursue it

••AS A MATTER of strict policy, the 
Cleveland Clinic team will not accept any 
heart patient for surgery who has not stopped 
smoking at least one month prior to the date 
of hospital admission. This policy has been 
adopted for the protection of our patients and 
for the best interest of all concerned ” 

So at 11:10 one night 34 days before ad- 
mission — just after the 11 o’clock news but 
before the baseball scores — I stopped, and 
for the next weeks chewed sugarless gum like 
it was something to be destroyed. 

On the theory that knowledge of the 
unknown breeds confidence and serenity, I 
read everything I could find about open heart 
surgery. The Cleveland Clinic gave some 
information but spared the details to keep a 
jittery patient from worry. 

And faith it developed, is better than a 
thousand words. 

AS IT DEVELOPED, the five weeks of 
waiting were tougher than anything else, 
including the postoperative tauma 

People talked of politics in the state capitol, 
of Gov William G. Millikeffs fight to hold the

aid fight, of mortal things.

APOL’S OFFICE thus has records dating 
back 10 years on the income and spending of 
every candidate for president of the United

Federal law requires that expense records 
on all U S Congressmen be kept for five 
years 

Technically, if a Michigan contributor sent 
Stotoa U.S Senate campaign in Oregon. Apol 
has the complete expense record of the 
candidate for a decade 

“In 1972, for example, we had a report on 
Chicagoans for (U.S Senator Robert P > 
Griffin,” he said 

SINCE MOST statewide candidates have 
contributions of large or small volume from 
other stales, the state elections office is up to

However state laws require Apol to keep 
elections records for only one year, leaving

And until the Watergate drama hour moves into a court of 
law. where it rightfully belongs - we must record the tv soap- 
opera as “Joe McCarthy showmanship...” 

CAN YOU IMAGINE the folly that would arise with the 
replay of White House tapes over Sam Evin’s show. ‘My 
fellow Americans, the following portion of the tapes pertain 
to the nation’s national defense plan.. .please disregard the 
conversation you will now hear. 

Still better, another tape might contain a discussion bet- 
ween the President and a ranking Democratic member of the 
Senate. Senator Ervin, also a Democrat, would cut in with: 
“Ah, for the sake of my senate colleague s friendship. I in- 
struct the clerk to splice out the senator’s response to the 
President.” 

Sound crazy? On the surface yes. but after watching some 
of the evening re-runs of Sam Ervin’s Watergate shows... I 
can’t help but inject cynical commentary. 

WHAT WOULD HAVE happened if Congress forced 
President Kennedy to replay White House tapes during the 
Cuba showdown with the Soviet Union... for the world to 
listen, Moscow included. 

If Kennedy had been forced to re-play taped discussions on 
the Cuba missile incident, the late President’s hold stand 
against Communist agression may have been severly 
damaged.

The late 
President was the victim of false information fed by Cabinet 
members.

- but he didn’t see it because of his trust in those who serve 
the White House.” 

I WONDER SOMETIMES what the outcome of the Nixon- 
McGovern race would have been, had the defeated South 
Dakota senator been free of the Eagleton belmish. 

McGovern s confidantes approved Eagleton to run as a 
vice presidential candidate - and they did so with positive 
assurances “there’s nothing in his personal past to endanger 
McGovern’s candidacy.” 

You know what happened to McGovern’s campaign when 
the Eagleton story broke 

Man’s quest for fame and glory often times comes at all 
risks - even at the cost of violating public trust, ruining 
another man’s life, family, the company... and the White 
House. 

DESPITE THE SIIAME of Watergate, the incident proves 
again we are a sturdy democracy. Any other *ism’ would 
have pounced on the scandal to call the firing squad - or for a 
dictatorial takeover under the guise of national security. 

We shall survive Watergate. We will because the vast 
majority of men and women who serve at the local city hall 
and on up to the Congress are the kind of Americans who will 
help this nation survive.

AN EXTINCT SPECIES? — Boaters on Belleville Lake, particularly those 
bearing fishermen, are becoming rarer by the week on Western Wayne 
County’s onlv boating lake. The accidental fish poisoning by the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources in May is the cause of the decline of 
fishermen, say Belleville-area boat and bait merchants, scaring the 


fishermen away to northern lakes. But the fishing there isn’t as grim as most 
people think. The poison, which spilled over from Ford Lake, only destroyed 
30 per cent of Belleville Lake's fish population, and "there’s still plenty fish 
here to be caught” the merchants say. 


A number of area youths 
have kept busy this summer 
trimming lawns and cleaning 
buildings in a program 
designed to help un- 
derprivledged youths.

Fishermen 'scared away' 

Lake businesses feel effect 
of accidental fish poisoning

Property owners along 
Belleville Lake. and 
businessmen who profit from 
the lake’s recreational value, 
were storming mad when a 
fish toxicant accidentally 
leaked into the lake from 
adjacent Ford Lake in May. 
killing 30 per cent of 

Belleville’s fish population. 

And now' they want it to 
happen all over again. 

The toxicant — Rotenone — 
was put into Ford Lake by the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) in 
an effort to wipe out the lake’s 
huge ‘itrash fish” population. 
The lake was then to be 
restocked with game fish 

BIT AN AMOUNT of the 
Rotenone, which cuts off the 
fishes’ air supply, spilled over 
the dam separating the two 
lakes and proceeded to 
destroy an estimated 410,000 
pounds of fish. 

The loss of about 30 per cent 
of the lake's fish population 
hasn’t made the lake 
necessarily a “poor” fishing 
lake, say local fishermen, but 
it served to scare other 
fishermen away and cut into 
profits of the bait and boat 
rental shops. 

“My boat rentals have gone 
down about 50 per cent since 
the fish kill,” complained 
Jerry Fry, who with his 
brother Jeff owns the Fish ’n’ 
Ships bait and boat rental 
business on the lake. 

“The fishing isn’t that 
bad, because we still have 
most of the lakes’ fish 
population still here. But once 


people heard that the poison 
killed off some fish in the lake 
they began staying away — 
going somewhere else to fish.” 

Fry, who owns six row boats 
to rent, claimed his boat- 
rental business has dropped 
from about 20 per week to 
eight. 

“We're still doing okay in 
bait selling, but that’s dropped 
off, too,” he said. 

SO NOW THE question 
before the townspeople and 
DNR officials is whether to 
finish the job — intentionally 
poison the lake this time to kill 
Belleville’s trash fish 
population — then restock it 
with trout, walleye, pike and 
bluegill — or let it remain as it 
is. 

Fry and his only other rental 
competition. Doane’s Marine 
just across Main Street from 
the Fish n’ Ships, 
wholeheartedly agree that the 
remainder of the fish should 
be destroyed and game fish 
planted. 

’ll would be a shame now if 
they didn’t finish what they 
started,” said Fry. “I was 


against the accidental kill of 
course, but maybe it would 
have been all right if they had 
done it properly in the first 
place. 

"I’m not against the 
recycling of the lake, I’m 
aganst the money I lost from 
people staying away.” 

If another fish kill is ap- 
proved by the state and area 
people, it likely won t come 
about until late fall, probably 
October, said DNR District 
Fisheries Biologist Ron 
Spitler 

IIE SAID THE department 
would probably announce this 
week its plans for the lake, but 
added that if the kill proceeds 
as hoped, the lake would 
“almost immediately” be re- 
stocked with fingerling trout, 
small and large mouth bass, 
walleye northern pike and 
bluegill. 

“Within two years,” he 
predicted, “there would be a 
marked improvement in the 
lake. Not only would there be a 
lot of big game fish and very 
few carp and suckers, but the 
lake would be much clearer 
than it is now-. All those sucker 


fish keep the lake bottom 
stirred up. 

"MOST OF THE people 
along the lake were mad at us 
(DNR) for not finishing the 
job at the time of the ac- 
cident,” he said. “But we just 
couldn’t afford to do it again at 
that time.” 

Spitler said the DNR would 
be meeting with the Van 
Buren Township Board and 
local citizens this week to 
discuss the situation.

Rex Doane, who manages 
Doane’s Marine, said the fish 
kill “ruined our boat rental 
business,” but that financially 
the business is down only 
about 10 per cent from last 
year. 

“Our bait selling is still 
doing fine somehow but the 
number of fishermen coming 
to us for boats has really 
dropped.” he said. “They're 
going to other lakes I guess 
because they think all of our 
fish are dead.”

It’s great to travel in Michigan ... believe me. 

Last week I drove out to Boston and it cost me $22 60 just to 
travel on freeways, pikes and skyways - roundtrip. 

AND LUCKY FOR me I decided to scrap some earlier 
planned motoring along the eastern seaboard - where I would 
have doubled the “right-to-travel” fee. 

The ploy of toll fees to travel this great land is getting a bit, 
outrageous. And once you’ve left the state for a trip to “see 
America,” you return togood old Michigan with a sigh. 

THE ONLY TOLL within Michigan’s territorial limits is 
Mighty Mac linking the state’s two peninsulas ... and the fee 
to cross the straits span is worth every cent. 

Once I got out into the New England region I came to a halt 
nearly every 20 miles or so to feed unmanned coin collection 
baskets. 

Then there was the friendly New York pike attendant at the 
Mass stateline. “That’ll be $5.30 for traveling through,” he 
smiled 

ABOUT THREE HOURS later, a Massachusetts turnpike 
attendant, barked: “Three dollars, please!” And further into 
Boston - several more coin pay stops. 

One of these days I’m taking the old scenic route out east - 
even if it takes several more hours. No tolls, no unmanned 
money baskets - just toll free traveling. With the exception of 
spiraling gasoline pit stops. 

The toll racket is big business for some of our 50 states - and 
the midwest has its share if you’ve been motoring through 
neighboring Ohio and Indiana lately. The same goes for 
Illinois and Wisconsin. 

So the next time you gripe about Michigan’s vast free high- 
way system, barring an occasional chuckhole, don’t gripe - 
until you’ve motored out of Michigan. 

NOW THAT FVE said a few good words about Michigan’s 
superhighway system, a comment is in order over the state’s 
new lottery tickets. 

No gripe about the new dull green shade, or the Michigan- 
made union bug - but a real gripe over ommission of a place 
on the backside of the ticket to write your name... for safety 
precautions. 

The new tickets warn you not to lose the ticket. .."it’s like 
money” the message advises. 

The old ticket pattern had a dotted slot for your name and 
address... now there’s nothing. What happens if someone gets 
his hands on your ticket? 

My advice: “When you purchase a lottery ticket, go-ahead 
and write your name and address on the backside - in ink.” 

Why so concerned? I’m still looking for my first winning 
ticket Maybe tomorrow-. 


Stockmarket acts 
'in strange ways'

WASHINGTON — The stockmarket has been behaving in 
very strange ways lately. The big majority of stocks are 
down — selling’ at prices that many experts consider 
unrealistically low. But the “glamour” stocks, those of the 
biggest and best-known ’'growth” corporations, are way up. 
The experts consider many of them overpriced, by most 
conventional rules of thumb. 

Tht net result is a market where “them that has, gets” and 
the rest, increasingly, must do without. 

That is not a healthy condition. A small or medium-size 
company with an excellent record of performance ought to be 
able to find the capital to expand. People betting their money 
on the “comers” is what has made our system so dynamic. 
Yet now, it seems, an excellent record is not enough. The 
money just isn’t there for the smaller company, even when 
its stock is offered at bargain prices. 

WHY? The question is bedeviling economists and Wall 
Street-watchers across the land. 

Part of the answer seems to lie in the psychological state of 
the small investor, and part in some structural changes in the 
securities market. 

Individual investors — who own about three-fourths of the 
stock outstanding — tend to be disproportionately con- 
centrated in the smaller companies. And for several years 
now, individuals have been net sellers of stock. So there is 
less money available every year in the “pool” that usually 
finances these companies. 

Why is the individual selling? Evidently it’s because of 
worry and uncertainty about the future of our economy, 
which is certainly understandable, given our less-than- 
successful experiments with controls. 

MEANWHILE, the “institutional” investor has been 
growing as a factor in the market. Institutions — insurance 
companies, bank trust departments, pension funds, etc. — 
now hold one-quarter of the stock. And they tend to con- 
centrate heavily in the big glamour stocks. 

The institutions can hardly be blamed for this behavior. 
First, they are investing other people’s money, so they dare 
not take too many speculative chances. Second, their policy 
has paid off in a high rate of return for their portfolios. And 
third, they control so much money ($310 billion) and buy in 
such large blocks that they could cause wild swings in the 
price of a smaller company’s stock, which would lead to 
accusations that they are engaging in illegal manipulation of 
the market. 

What's the answer? There doesn’t seem to be any easy 
answer. If we get the national economy straightened out and 
the individual investor regains his confidence and returns to 
the market, it will help a lot 

But the institutional investors, and the problems inherent 
in their operations, are not going to go away. Far from it. 
Their influence will grow. That growth reflects a long-term 
shift in our savings pattern. People are relying less on their 
own savings and investment and more on pension funds, 
annuities, insurance, etc. 

ANOTHER fundamental structural change partly 
resulting from the operations of the institutions is a growing 
decentralization of the securities market. The over-the- 
counter market is already national, cordinated by computer. 
Soon, I expect to see an integrated communications network 
of the major regional stock exchanges. When it happens, we 
will be very close to a true national stock market, w hich will 
eventually supplant the “big board” in importance. That 
development, at least, should be of some benefit to the small 
investor. 

One thing is certain: The securities market of the future 
will be quite different from the comfortable old shoe we have 
been wearing for so long.

In just a few weeks a 
veteran 16-year employe at 
Lower Huron Metropark near 
Belleville will put away his 
swimming trunks and return 
to the classroom as coor- 
dinator of the student 
cooperative program at 
Plymouth High School 

He is Richard Egner. pool 
manager for the past four 
years, who has been 
associated with the swimming 
pool area facility since it was 
dedicated in May of 1958 

The $ 430,000 pool and 
related buildings include a 
bathhouse, heated showers, 
dressing rooms, coin-operated 
lockers for clothes checking, 
public restrooms, a first aid 
station, modern filtration 
plant, food service area and 
concrete walks leading to the 
400-car parking lot. 

“Each year is a new 
challenge,” Egner said, who 
pointed out that over a million 
swimmers have used the pool 
since 1958 During the past 
five years attendance has 
averaged 50.000 swimmers, 
including the general public, 
individuals who take courses 
in beginning, advanced or 


intermediate swimming and 
those who participate through 
scheduled recreation 
programs, including day 
camps 

“The lifeguard staff has 
worked hard to maintain its 
excellent water safety 
record.** Egner said He noted 
that during July there were 47 
rescues. mostly minor 
situations where swimmers 
got into difficulty because of 
carelessness. 


Lifeguards also operate the 
first aid station, which had 
four serious injuries in the 
park 

“Most are minor cuts or 
bruises that only require a 
bandaid and sympathy,” 
Egner said 

Swim hours are 9:30 a m. to 
6 p m week-days and 10:30 
a m to 7 pm on Saturday, 
Sunday and holidays, with 
food service hours the same as 
pool hours The pool will close 


at the conclusion of the 
summer season Sept 3 

Egner points out that the 
diving area is always popular 
and so is the sun deck. “In my 
job. I cannot only be outdoors, 
but I have an opportunity to 
meet a lot of interesting 
people — and most of them do 
help us keep the area clean,” 
said Egner 

Over the years, he and his 
staff have helped direct the

Since 1958, several at- 
tractions have been added

Egner plans on returning to

people know nothing about it, 
according to Dr. Paul 
Pomeroy who is heading a 
hypertension clinic soon to 
begin at Wayne County 
General Hospital. 

The clinic is designed to 
screens nd treat persons with 
high blood pressure. It has 
opened this week as a part of 
the comprehensive care clinic 
health screening process 
originally funded by the 
federal government. 

AT THE END of the federal 
funding. Wayne County has 
taken over paying the bills 
until a decision can be made 
whether to continue the clinic 
services on a permanent 
basis, Pomeroy said. 

Free blood pressure tests 
are available at the clinic, and 
those who show need will be 
referred for further tests. If 
the patient chooses, Pomeroy 
is available for medical care 
and follow-up treatment, or 
the patient may take the test 
data to his or her own family 
physician 

“Hypertension is the 
second-largest killer disease 
in the United States right 
behind cancer, but people can 
live their whole lives and 
ignore it until its too late," 
Pomeroy said. 

Hypertension itself doesn't 
kill, but it slowly damages the 
kidneys and heart until one of 
them fails or the pressure 
causes a blood vessel to burst 
in the brain, he added. 

HYPERTENSION cannot 
be cured — it can only be 
treated. Pomeroy said. But 
medication can control the 
disease for a lifetime 
“This is the key." he said. 
“Making people aware of the 
disease and getting them on 
the medication that will save 
Iheir lives.” 

Pomeroy has been studying 
at the hypertension clinic at 
Detroit’s Henry Ford Hospital 
for a year before coming to 
Wayne County General to set 
up the clinic 

The clinic is designed to 
make it easy for patients to

get their problems diagnosed 
and get treatment, Pomeroy 
said Few private doctors 
have the testing facilities 
available at the county 
hospital, so it is often cheaper 
to get the tests done at the 
clinic, then h^ve them sent to 
a private doctor. 

SIMILAR testing facilities 
are available for tests for any 
disease at the comprehensive 
care clinic. Wide-ranging 
health tests are available at a 
low* cost and the tests can be 
sent to a family physician or 
taken care of with a staff 
doctor at the clinic. 

The best part of the 
hypertension screening 
process is that it is usuaUy 
covered by medical in- 
surance, Pomeroy said. 

If a person comes in for a 
free blood pressure test and is 
found to have an elevated 
pressure, the rest is con- 
sidered as treatment for the 
disease. 

“If you just came into the 
comprehensive care clinic for 
tests and you had no specific 
disease, your medical in- 
surance probably w r ouldn’t 
cover it,” he explained. "But 
w ith hypertension testing, this 
is treatment for a specific 
disease.” 

HE EMPHASIZED the 
value of early diagnosis of 
hypertension in saving lives 
from heart attacks, kidney 
disease and stroke. 

“If your problem is 
diagnosed, you’ll have to take 
medication for the rest of your 
life — but if it’s early, you’ll 
have to take less medication 
than if it’s diaenosed after 
there’s heart and kidney 
damage,” he said. 

Pomeroy said health 
authorities estimate that 10 
per cent of all Americans 
suffer from hypertension and 
that many cases are un- 
diagnosed. 

‘‘Hypertension is one of the 
few diseases that can be 
successfully treated if it is 
diagnosed," he added.

well-insulated home, sub- 
stantial amounts of heat can 
bo lost through window' sash 
and glass materials that do 
not protect against heat 
conduction and air in- 
filtration. 

\( CORDING TO an 
association of woodwork 
manufacturers, windows — 
w'hich can occupy as much as 
40 per cent of a home’s outer 
walls — can account tor half 
the home’s heat loss. 

To reduce this danger, it is 
necessary to have windows 
that insulate well. Proper 
windows can cut heat loss by 
15 to 30 per cent according to 
woodwork manufacturers 

INSULATING glass is the 
modern method of providing 
double-glazing It consists of 
two separate panes of glass 
sealed together at the edges to 
form an “insulating” layer of 
dry air between. 

This helps save energy as 
well as heating and cooling 
costs. 

To insulate well, windows 
should be of non-conducting 
frame and sash materials 
(wood is a non-conductor; 
metal conducts heat readily), 
be properly weatherst ripped, 
and have either storm sash or 
insulating glass. 

The effectiveness of in- 
sulating glass in conserving 
fuel is demonstrated by 
comparative calculations of 
annual fuel costs for “typical” 
homes w ith single- and double- 
glazed windows as the only 
variable 

For example, a home in the 
Chicago area has 1,400 sq ft. 
of floor space over an 
unheated basement; 1,488 sq. 
ft. of gross outside wall area; 
l,400sq ft of ceiling area; 378 
sq. ft. of window's and glazed 
doors, full insulation 

IF THE HOME uses gas 
heat, annual fuel costs with 
single-glazed wood windows 
would be $260.59. With in- 
sulating glass, $192.06 
Savings: $68 53. 

If the home uses electric 
heat, yearly fuel costs with 
single-glazed wood windows 
would be $366 28. With in- 
sulating glass, $269.95. 
Savings: $96.33.

Michigan. Huron. Superior 
and tributaries, a drop of 
about 300,000 salmon from 
1972 and 150.000 from 1971 

LAKES HURON and 
Superior have been hit hardest 
by reduced salmon plantings. 
Lake Huron, which recieved 
12 million coho and 900,000 
chinook in 1971, had only 

250.000 coho and 514.000 
chinook planted this year. 
Lake Superior went from 

500.000 coho and 250,000 
chinook in 1971 to 150.000 coho 
and 470.000 chinook in 1972. a 
total drop of 130.000 salmon. 

Even Lake Michigan and 
tributaries, which yeilded 77 
per cent of the 932.000 salmon 
caught in Michigan last year, 
were cut from 2.8 million coho 
and 1.4 million chinook last 
year. 

“Selective plantings also 
are being used extensively on 
Lakes Huron and Superior to 
phase out unproductive 
fishing and spawning areas,” 
explains Ratke 

Along Lake Huron, only five 
locations received salmon in 
1972, compared with 10 the 
previous year. Lake Superior 
plantings were cut from six to 
four during the same period. 

These areas have not been 
as popular for salmon fishing 
as Lake Michigan.’’ said 
Ratke, who points out that 
salmon fishing facilities 
< marinas, boat launching sites 
and the number of fishing 
guides i are far superior along 
Lake Michigan than on the 
other tu r o Great Lakes 

Only 212.000 salmon were 
hooked on Lakes Superior, 
Huron and tributaries in 1972 
compared with 720,000 coho 
and chinook on Lake Michigan 
and environs. 

To make up for the reduc- 
tion in salmon plantings in 
Lakes Huron and Superior, 
additional lake trout, 
steelhead and brown trout are 
being introduced into these 
waters. Department of 
Natural Resources officials 
believe these areas are better 
suited for trout than salmon, 
especially Superior which 
docs not have the abundant 
salmon food supplies 
available in Lake Michigan. 

SALMON FISHING, while 
already underway on the 
Great I^akes, will peak there 
in mid-September and con- 
tinue through the first two 
weeks of October Heaviest 
activity in streams will be in 
October and November.
